1 . (Currently amended) A device comprising: 
a textile substrate having a first surface; 

a coating on the first surface of said textile substrate, said coating including a multiphase 
fluorochemical and a cationic material, wherein the multiphase fluorochemical 
comprises a "dual action" fluonochemicaL wherein the 'dual action" fluorochemical 
Is a fluorochemical that has hydrophobic properties under a first condition, and 
hvdrophilic properties under a second condition b l ock copo l vmQr w i th a fluo riaft 
conta i n i ng hydrophob i c se gm e nt and a hydrophil i c s e gmoni 

2. (Original) The device according to Claim 1 1 vyAierein the block copolymer comprises an 
acrylate which contains the hydrophobic and hydrophilic segments. 

3. (Original) The device according to Claim 1 , wherein the block copolymer comprises a 
urethane which contains the hydrophobic and hydrophilic segments. 

4. (Currently amended) A device comprising: 
a textile substrate having a first surface; 

a coating on the first surface of said textile substrate, said coating including a multiphase 
fluorochemical and a cationic materia l, wherein the cationic material of said 
coating comprises a oolvmeric compound . 

5. (Original) The device according to Claim 4, wherein the multiphase fluorochemical is a 
dual action fluorochemical having a first phase of a hydrophobic state in a first conditton, and a 
second phase of a hydrophilic slate In a second condition. 

6. (Canceled) 

7. (Original) The device according to Claim 4, wherein the cationic material of said coafing 
comprises a non-polymeric organic compound. 



S. (Original) The device according to Claim 4, wherein the cationic material of said coating 
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comprises a metal salt 

9. (Original) The device according to Claim 4, wherein the metal salt comprises a water 
soluble salt of cations selected from the group of the periodic table consisting of: Gmup II, Group 
III, and the Transition IVIetals. 

10. (Original) The device according to Claim 4, wherein said textile comprises a woven 
fabric. 

1 1 . (Original) The device according to Claim 4, wherein said textile comprises a knit fabric. 

12. (Original) The device according to Claim 4, wherein said textile comprises a nonwoven 
material. 

13. (Original) The device according to Claim 4, wherein said textile comprises a pile 
material. 

14. (Currently amended) A device comorisina: 
a textile substrate having a first surface: 

a coatinQ on tlie first surface of said textile substrate, said coating indudino a multiohase 
fluorocliemicat and a cationic material . Th e devic e according to Claim 4. f urther 
including an image disposed on the first surface of said textile having the coating 
thereon. 

15. (Original) The device according to Claim 14, wherein the image disposed on said textile 
comprises a colorant selected from the group consisting of: dyes, pigments, and polymeric 
colorants.

20. (New) The device according to Claim 1 , wherein the multiphase fluorochemlcal Is 
present on the textile in an amount ranging firom about 0.01 to about 15 dry weight percent on 
the weight on the textile. 

21. (New) The device according to Claim 1 . v^erein the multiphase fluorochemlcal Is 
present on the textile in an amount ranging from about 0.1 to about 5 dry weight percent on the 
weight on the textile. 
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22. (New) The device according to Claim 1 , wherein the cationic material is present on the 
textile In an amount ranging from about 0.005 to about 35 dry weight percent on the weight on 
the textile. 

23. (New) The device according to Claim 1 , wherein the cationic material is present on the 
textile in an amount ranging from about 0.01 to about 15 dry weight percent on the weight on the 
textile. 

24. (New) The device according to Claim 4, wherein the multiphase fluorochemical is 
present on the textile in an amount ranging from about 0.01 to about 15 dry weight percent on 
the weight on the textile. 

25. (New) The device according to Claim 4« wherein the multiphase fluorochemical is 
present on the textile in an amount ranging from about 0.1 to about 5 dry weight percent on the 
weight on the textile. 

26. (New) The device according to Claim 4, wherein the cationic material is present on the 
textile in an amount ranging from about 0.005 to about 35 dry weight percent on the weight on 
the textile. 

27. (New) The device according to Claim 4, wherein the cationic material is present on the 
textile in an amount ranging from about 0.01 to about 1 5 dry weight percent on the weight on the 
textile. 

28. (New) The device according to Claim 14, wherein the textile comprises a woven febric. 

29. (New) The device according to Claim 14, wherein the textile comprises a knit fabric. 

30. (New) The device according to Claim14, wherein the textile comprises a nonwoven 
material. 

31. (New) The device according to Claim 14. wherein the textile comprises a pile material. 

32. (New) The device according to Claim 1 , wherein the first condition and second condition 
are different temperatures. 
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
